money in circulation is revealed by 
treasury and federal reserve fig- 
ures for the two months since the 
administration announced its new 
silver policy.

POULTRY 


By C. A. Robinson 


It may be desired to finish off 
these culls by placing them in suit- 
able fattening pens or crates, or 
sometimes known as battery feed- 
ers 

There are numerous fattening 
formulas. and no hard and fast rule 


need be followed. The rations used 
must be palatable, and those which 
will produce flesh without costing 
too much, The following are some 
rations, which should be mixed 
very soft with milk, preferably sour 
milk or buttermilk 
1 —Equal parts of middlings, ground 
oats and ground barley 
2—Edqual parts of middlings, ground 
oats and chopped raw potatoes 
$—Equal parts of middlings, ground 
oats and mashed potatoes 
4—Equal parts of middlings, ground 
oats, and corn meal 
%—Equal parts of ground hullles 
Oats or oats and ground barley 
G—Equal parts of low grade flour 
ground barley and ground oats 
F—Equal parts of ground whole 
wheat, ground whole oats and 
ground whole barley 
S—Two parts finely ground 
(from mature grain weighing 
34 pounds to the bushel or 
more), with one part of finely 
ground buckwheat In the 
grinding of oats and barley to 
be used for 
it is well to screen the coarser 
hulls out, 

In giving you 
formulaes the most 
course will be the easiest to pro- 
cure, and the mash can be made 
more palatable by adding a little 
falt and molasses. There is another 
one and popular among those fat- 
tening poultry, which is as follows: 
equal parts of finely ground wheat, 
oats and barley, or half barley and 
half corn meal. 

Experiments have been carried 
out as to the merits of barley and

Riography of Noted Presbfterian Leader, 

Written by University of Alberta Man—Pioneer 

Activities and Human Side of His Charocter 
Are Portrayed. 


McQueen of Fdmonton, by E. A. Corbett. 
(Ryerson Press.) In the long and distinguished 
scroll of Canadian Presbyterianism, the late 
David G. McQueen, of Edmonton, must always 
hold high place. He was a great man—great in 
rugged character, great of soul. He deserved a 
worthy memorial, and he has got it. 


“McQueen of Edmonton,” a well-printed, 
well-bound little book, was written by Mr. FE, 
A. Corbett, director of extension of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, and he has compressed into 
its pages the delicate essence of his subject. 
There is history, understanding and, above all, 
sympathy in his pages. Himself a son of the 
manse, he has told the simple story of Dr. Mc- 
Queen's life not only with skill but with affec- 
tion. 


Every Presbyterian should read this book, 
and it would do every Christian good to read 
it, too. Its early chapters give a description of 
the religious life of pioneer Ontario, which 
explains much of the present-day religion of 
Canada and will throw its influence far into the 
future. Dr. McQueen's parents were Scottish 
immigrants who came to Upper Canada in 1833. 
While his bride waited in York, James McQueen 
walked on west, and finally took up land in 
Beverly township. A handful of other families 
had chosen the same district, and immediately 
it was necessary to find a minister to tend this 
tiny flock which labored day by day pitting its 
strength against the forest. 

But no matter how hard the labor, at nine 
o'clock on Sunday morning Sabbath school 
began, followed by service at 11, which lasted 
till two. Then came Bible class for another 
hour. This was the order of the day into which 
David McQueen was born, and it was his 
father’s hope and prayer that the boy would 
himself enter the church. Godliness and educa- 
tion march hand in hand in Scotland, and the 
minister at Kirkwall, Ontario,- was also the 
dominie. In the McQueen home also books 
were plentiful and reading abundant; and the 
life, grim as it was in some ways, was not with- 
out good talk and fun. Anybody who has ever 
heard the hearty laugh of old Dr. McQueen will 
know he learned it in his childhood, where that 
other marked characteristic, which the Romans 
called “gravitas,” was also predominant. 

This indeed was the mark of the Presby- 
terian communion of 30 years ago and more. 
It was a well-ordered and noble institution, 
strong in traditions which for hundreds of years 
had kept the faith intact in Scotland. Mr. Cor- 
bett is right in saying that the General Assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian church was the most 
democratic and best-managed parliament in 
Canada. 

Eventually young David McQueen was or- 
dained, and set forth immediately for western 
Canada. This was the work of the famous Dr. 
Robertson, whose judgment of men was as good 
as his labors were untiring, and the young 
graduate of Knox college found himself in 
Edmonton in 1887, working under no less a man 
than the beloved Dr. A. B. Baird, who is still 
honored in Winnipeg. 

Having arrived in Edmonton, he stayed there 
for 43 years. He was not among the first flight 
of frontiersmen. He arrived after the Riel re- 
bellion, when the plains had found peace. But 
he saw the little outpost on the banks of the 
Saskatchewan grow into a great city that spread 
itself over both sides of the river’s gorge. He 
married there, and there he brought up his 
family, saw them win honor in the world, and 
suffered the tragic loss of a gifted son in the 
Ypres salient. He was, above all else, a pastor, 
and his congregation loved him as few groups 
of people have ever loved their leader. In 1912 
his career was crowned by being elected Moder- 
ator of the General Ass ut re than 20 
years of vigorous and faith ful work still 
before him, including his great fight against 
Union, which absorbed most of his energy in 
the last decade of his life. That epochal eccles- 


lay 


iastical struggle has left wounds and scars upo 
many men. But Dr. McQueen was too big a 
man to be scarred. He stooped not at all. He 
maintained an amazing dignity, and his con- 
gregation followed him in the course he took, 
and i> ntains that stand to the present day, a 


powerful and healthy unit in the Presbyterian 
church of 1934. 

He died in 1930, and in these pages he will 
find a tangible memorial which portrays not 
only his deeds but the astonishing flavor which 
he imparted to life. “Dr. McQueen's strength 
as a frontier preacher, and later as the minister 
of a large city congregation,” writes Mr. Corbett, 
“consisted in his basic conviction, constantly 
reiterated in his sermons and his intimate talks 
with his people, that God consents to meet men 
where they are, and to accept such worship as 


they can best bring. Dogmas, sacraments, forms 
of orship and organizati on were only im- 
portant ir r as tt served to reveal God's 


purposes to hu umanity. As a preacher he was at 
his best among the hard-cast men of the early 


days of his ministry. He had one thing to Say 
to these men, “and he was never greatly con- 
cerned with the refinements of rhetoric in say- 
ing it. His honesty, his earnestness and his 


vast love for human beings, gave to hi 
a reality that the roughest and often the most 
ignorant could understand and accept 

“Like his forbears, Dr. McQueen was dis- 
trustful of all emotional display. Bursts of 
evangelical fervor he regarded as a kind of 
Spiritual distemper, unhealthy, and fortunately 
short-lived. He believed that, while it might 
be an excellent thing to be able to “run and not 
be weary,” it was a better and much more diffi- 
cult thing to “walk and not faint.” Yet in spite 
of his apparent calm, actually he had in him a 
burning passion for human souls. It revealed 
itself in the texts of his sermon, and in the very 
change which came over him when he ascended 
the pulpit. 

Then with a rush the intolerable craving 

Shivered thro) ghout him, like a trumpet call. 

Oh, to save these! to perish for their saving, 

Die for their lile, be offered for them all.”

When you write to me, I try to make my 
answers as helpful as possible, but very often 
letters do not contain enough definite informa- 
tion to let me know what is wrong. For ex- 
ample, I receive thousands of letters stating that 
kidney trouble has developed. Usually this is 
a diagnosis arrived at by the 
patient himself, without a 
doctor’s examination, In these 
cases it is almost impossible 
to send any specific advice, 
since there are so many dif- 
ferent disorders affecting the 
kidneys and I have no way 
of telling which is actually 
present. 

Another factor which 
makes it hard to guess at a 
diagnosis of a kidney dis- 
order by mail is that very often what the 
patient feels is a kidney derangement is realiy 
bladder trouble. 

I strongly suggest that if you feel that there 
is something wrong with the kidneys, the best 
plan is to go to a doctor near you and have a 
diagnosis made. If you will send to me a copy 
of your doctor’s report, I then have some defin- 
ite knowledge about your case and will be glad 
to do all that I can to help you regain your 
health. 

I also advise that you have the liquid waste 
from the kidneys tested. This is an important 
part of the diagnosis of a kidney or bladder dis- 
order and the fee for this service usually runs 
about a dollar. When you compare the vital 
information learned through this test with the 
small amount it costs, you will see that it is 
money well spent. -

A careful check of the liquid waste tells 
the doctor many things which help him to con- 
sider your case. The urinalysis should be made 
a routine part of every examination and this 
type of test is invaluable in kidney trouble. 
From the report, the doctor learns whether 
there is occurring an extravagant waste of ner- 
vous tissues as disclosed by the breaking down 
of certain cells which are thrown out with the 
fluid waste. This type of test also shows whether 
poisons are being absorbed from the intestinal 
tract and if this condition is present the report 
will show the presence of considerable indican. 
If an excessive amount of albumin appears this 
means that you may be in danger of nephritis 
or high blood pressure.

On this date (November 17), 
1884, Calgary was by act of the 
North West Council transformed 
from a cow Village into a town.

Madison steamed into Seattle, un- 
loaded her cargo and tied up at 
the wharf of the dry dock for some 
minor repairs. In the course of re- 
pairing the $14,000,000 liner, several 
plates were removed from the star- | 
board side. For some unknown 
reason, she keeled over and sank to 
the bottom of the harbor. 


WHARF IN DANGER 
OF COLLAPSING 


At 11:30 pm., March 25th, 1933, | 
the Salvage King received orders to 
g° to the assistance of the liner, 
and at 1 am. the salvager had left 
Victoria for Seattle. 

Thus began a restue which was 
to cost the owners in the neighbor- 
hood of one million dollars (includ- 
ing salvaging and repairs). 

Arriving at Seattle, the Salvage 
King docked alongside the S.S 
President Madison and the men 
began a survey of the ship.

The work of visiting prisons and 
penitentiaries and bringing suck 
comfort, consolation and spiritual 
guidance to the inmates of these 
institutions is one which the Sal-
